There were 100 motors stored within 


the building, which covcriid an area, of 
four acres and the ilaincH'spread like a 
whirlwind, necessitating the calling out 
of all available, fire fighting apparatus in 
the city. The motors are 
valued at 


probably two thousand dollars each. The 
loss on the building is placed at $30,000. 
The fatalities were caused by n. wall 
falling suddenly upon J"!nffy, Schweda, 
Seed, Corrigan and VendevcWc. 


At 4-o'clock one hundred firemen had 


succeeded • ia .uncovering 'six "bruised an'3 
bleeding forms from beneath the walls. 


I'irenmn'Schwcdo/of truck No. 2, was

bruised. Jiobert Reed

RKSCCEHS DRIVEN' BACK. 


The firemen worked desperately in re- 


moving1 the smoking, stenming 
bricks 


from their comrades and WHLT constantly 
driven hack from the ruins of the- fallen 
walUby the.yrnokii-fiJld-fire.- A hull" doz- 
(5n .streams were directed into the debris 
to cool it sufficiently so that the work 
of rescue could go. on. The. firemen, held 
in Ichcck. .however, were frantic lo re- 
sume their work. ' In desperation a num- 
ber rushed' 'through the blinding smoke 
and flames. Michael .Corrigan, of truck 
No. 1, was found pinioned beneath a 
mass of bricks. He was pleading with 
his comrades lo reecne him. A dash 
was made' through the. smoke and lire 
and Corrigau was seized by half a dozen 
hands and dragged to safety. Both of 
his legs were broken. 


The firemen worked heroically in the 


scalding, steaming bricks, and the form 
of Robert Duffy, who had perished, was 
next brought out. A moment later the 
lifeless body of Frank Schweda was tak- 
en from the ruins. His father and wife 
were killed Ic.ss than n month ago in a 
street, car accident. 


After tun minute's' work Robert Reed 


and Harry Vandevelde, who were bad- 
ly bruised and burned, were taken uncon- 
scious from the ruins. Vandcveldc wns 
tnken to a hospital.

Hifi leg WHS twisted and 
both bones snapped above the ankle.

injured man, the coolies liolted and left 
him lying on the ground where he suf- 
fered greatly for half

broken bones have been set, and. after 
having passed a good night, the general 
is in a cheerful mood.

WASHINGTON GOSSIP. 


Wellman in Record Herald: 
Upon 


high authority I am able to foreshadow 
the general feature* of the now treaty. 
It will not only renew the treaty of 
1846 by which the United State! guaran- 
tees the freedom of transit across the 
isthmus, but it will in effect create an 
American protectorate over the isth- 
mus. The bantam Republic starts under 
the sheltering wing of the great Amer- 
ican eagle and is to remain there for- 
cvcrmore. For the purposes of the ca- 
nal the United States will acquire either 
sovereignty or a perpetual lease of a 
strip of territory ten miles in width in- 
stead of six miles granted in the now 
defunct Ha'y-Herran treaty with Colom- 
bia. 
In this canal zone 
the • United 


States will be supreme, submitting1 to no 
divided authority. Whether or not the 
United States will acquire actual sover- 
eignty is a point not yet fully settled, 
and there are differences of opinion in 
the cabinet here, some arguing that to 
provide for all future contingencies the 
United States should have absolute own- 
ership of the canal zone. Others favor 
the perpetual lease as being the same 
thing in effect, and not 
raising 
any 


doubt as to the hind-grabbing policy of 
the government in lending its moral sup- 
port to the revolution, Secretary Hay 
favora the latter course, and it is proba- 
ble his wishes will be indorsed by the 
president. Minister Varilla is willing to 
do whatever the United States wants, 
and he has full powers from his govern- 
ment. The new Republic has no consti- 
tution forbidding the alienation of ter- 
ritory, no constitution of any sort, and 
is not to have until after the treaty has 
been negotiated. 


States will pay to Panama the SUM o! 
$10,000,000 in gold and an annuity, pre* 
cisely as it wag propo»eft To compensate 
Colombia.

There were 100 motors stored within 


the buildingj which covered an area of 
four acres and the flames'spread like a 
whirlwind, necessitating the calling out 
of all available,fire fighting apparatus in 
the city.

ment both, from depraedators npon their 
rights in various forms. 


This professor of anthropology thinks 


he sees in his own country an increasing 
luck of intelligence in the walks of pro- 
fessional life, in the workman and in

WASHINGTON GOSSIP. 


Wellman in Record Herald: Upon 


high authority I am able to foreshadow 
the general feature* of the new treaty. 
It will not only renew the treaty 
of 


1846 by which the United State* guaran- 
tees the freedom of transit aorois the 
isthmus, but it will in effect create an 
American protectorate over the isth- 
mus. The bantam Republic starts under 
the sheltering wing of the great Amer- 
ican eagle and is to remain there for- 
evermore. For the purposes of the ca- 
nal the United States -will acquire either 
sovereignty or a perpetual lease of a 
strip of territory ten miles in width in- 
stead of six miles granted in the now 
defunct Hay-Herran treaty with Colom- 
bia. In this canal zone the United 
States will be supreme, submitting1 to no 
divided authority. Whether or hot the 
United States will acquire actual sover- 
eignty w a point not yet fully settled, 
and there are differences of opinion in 
the cabinet here, some arguing that to 
provide for all future contingencies the 
United States should have absolute own- 
ership of the canal zone. Others favor 
the perpetual lease as being the same 
thing in effect, and not 
raising 
any 


doubt as to the land-grabbing policy of 
the government in lending its moral sup- 
port to the revolution, Secretary Hay 
favors the latter course, and it is proba- 
ble his wishes will be indorsed by the 
president. Minister Varilla is willing to 
do whatever the United States wants, 
and he has full powers from his govern- 
ment. The new Republic has no consti- 
tution forbidding the alienation of ter- 
ritory, no constitution of any sort, and 
is not to have until after the treaty has 
been negotiated. • * • • 


For the canal concession the United 


States will par to Panama the Bum ol 
$10,000,000 in gold and an annuity, pre- 
cisely as it wag proposed to compensate 
Colombia. The terms we high, but the 
opinion ia unanimous in administration 
circles that the United States cannot af- 
ford to pay less than the sum original- 
ly proposed. "We are going Into thl« 
great enterprise with very little sel- . 
flshness and with a sincere) desire to do 
our duty as the trustees of the world 
in advancing the world's conm-erce," 
said a member of the cabinet yesterday, 
"and we cannot afford to have anyone 
point the finger of scorn at us and d*- 
clare that the sharp yankees naye driven 
a hard bargain, or converted their hlgtti 
moral ideas into each a la Dowie."

canal treaty wiH be ratified by the sen- 
ate, though of course it is impossible to 
saj-'ihow much time will be required. 
Democratic senators may criticise tho 
administration':* relations to the revolu- 
tion, but they are not likely to go so 
fas as to oppose ratification of the 
treaty'. That would be standing directly 
in the way of an isthmian canal, and the 
canal is so popular in all parts of the 
country that such a course would be a 
political blunder of large 
dimensions.

building 


Mistakes cannot be made, and the charge 
that --at.-world's fair ticket seller "shot 
changes" a visitor-cannot be consistent 
l/mad^e, with this'niachine inlise. 


Sample machines are on exhibition in 


the office of the admissions department 
at the Administration 
building. The 


simple, manner in which they 
operate 


commends them and when the exposition 
opens.a battery of these machines may 
be installed at each gate. The first re- 
quisite will be a silver half dollar, for no 
other coin or substance will cause the 
machine to disgorge the coveted bit of 
pasteboard that will 'give entry to the 
grounds: Money changer's booth* will. 
be numerously provided and as many: 
half dollars as are wanted may be1 ob- 
tained. 


With his half dollar betwixt his fin- 


gers, the visitor may approach the" ma- 
chine that stands about five feet high.; 
About four feet above ground is a slot 
and a legend calling attention to it. The 
buyer drops in his coin, gives a crank a 
turn and out comes a properly stamped 
and numbered -ticket. 
- 


Should the mechanism, of the slot ma-, 


chine fail, or should the supply of tick- 
ets give out, the slot is automatically 
closed, and it will be impossible' to drop 
in a coin. 


The visitor then enters the gate, paa- 


sin« a turnstile, which registers his en- 
trance. Electric' wires are attached to 
the" turnstile and terminate in the office 
of ttie director of admission. A sepa- 
rate wire runs from each turnstile and 
connects with a series of dials m the 
admissions headquarters, and it i? po»- 
sible for the exposition management to 
know at nny moment the exact number 
of admissions to the exposition. 


All holders of passes will need to be 


identified. This will be done by means 
of photographs. Plans are now under 
way to provide each person entitled to a 
season pass with a coupon book good for 
each day of the fair, his photograph ap- 
pearing on each cQuppn.
